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“The  fastest  rising  star  on  the 
Washington  horizon”  he  was  called 
on  a national  network  TV  program 
in  December.  His  name  is  Sam 
Nunn  and  he  is  the  Junior  Senator 
from  Georgia. 

Young  Sam’s  ability  and  exper- 
tise were  recognized  immediately 
upon  his  election  in  1974,  when  he 
was  35  years  old.  Immediately  he 
was  placed  on  important  com- 
mittees, stepping  into  the  big  shoes 
of  Sen.  Dick  Russell.  Most  recently 
he  has  been  appointed  to  serve  on 
the  new  Senate  Budget  Com- 
mittee, and  co-sponsored,  with 
Sen.  Herman  Talmadge,  a 
Constitutional  Amendment  to  re- 
quire a balanced  federal  budget  ex- 
cept in  times  of  national  emergen- 
cy. 


A native  of  Perry,  Ga.,  Sam  was 
educated  at  Georgia  Tech  and 
Emory  Law  School.  He  practiced 
law  in  Perry,  with  his  father,  Sam, 
was  State  Representative  from 
Houston  County,  1968-72.  Earlier, 
while  working  in  government  in 
Washington  he  met  and  married  a 
fellow  worker,  Colleen  O’Brien,  of 
Olympia,  Wash.  They  have  two 
children,  Mary  Michelle,  9,  and 
Samuel  Brian,  6.  The  picture  of 
the  family  shown  here,  with  their 
dog,  Charlie,  is  one  of  the  senator’s 
favorites,  repeated  here  with  coun- 
try road  in  background.

When  Wesleyan  College  was 
founded  as  Georgia  Female 
College , chartered  in  1836  to  grant 
degrees  to  women , Thomas  Rogue 
Slade  was  invited  to  become  a 
member  of  its  first  faculty  as 
Professor  of  Natural  Sciences. 
From  his  Clinton  Female 
Seminary  about  a dozen  miles 
from  Macon , he  brought  with  him 
thirty  of  his  pupils;  they  entered  on 
the  junior  class  level  and  were 
graduated  a year  later.  The  Old 
Clinton  area , including  the  site  of 
the  seminary , has  been  declared  a 
Historic  District  by  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places;  it  is  be- 
ing preserved  and  restored.  At  the 
Homecoming  services  for  the  Clin- 
ton Community , held  June  29  at 
the  Clinton  United  Methodist 
Church , Dr.  W.  Earl  Strickland , 
president  of  Wesleyan , spoke  on 
the  relationship  of  Clinton  Female 
Seminary  and  the  College.  Your 
Editor  has  asked  Tena  Roberts , 
Wesleyan  librarian , whose  family 
hails  from  Clinton , to  write  on  this 
subject.  A case  of  Professor  Slade's 
scientific  instruments  is  on  display 
in  the  Museum  Room  of  Candler 
Alumnae  Center.

In  early  1808  the  village  of  Clin- 
ton was  settled  on  the  edge  of  the 
Indian  Frontier  in  Georgia.  The 
town,  marked  as  the  seat  of  newly 
created  Jones  County,  grew  and 
prospered  from  the  beginning. 
Doctors,  lawyers,  business  men, 
Indian  traders  and  many  others 
came  bringing  their  families,  their 
worldly  possessions,  and  their 
energy  and  knowledge  to  build  the 
town  into  the  13th  largest  city  in 
the  state  by  1820. 

To  Clinton  in  1824  came  a young 
man  whose  philosophy  and  vision 
was  to  affect  profoundly  the  early 
history  of  Wesleyan  College. 
Thomas  Bogue  Slade,  according  to 
historian  Lucian  Lamar  Knight, 
was  “a  far  sighted  scholar  who, 
with  the  ken  of  a prophet,  could 
read  the  signs  of  the  future  . . . 
opened  an  academy  in  the  year 
1828  and  started  a movement  for 
woman’s  intellectual  eman- 
cipation.” 

Professor  Slade  had  been  born  in 
North  Carolina  in  1800.  For  a time 
he  had  practiced  law  with  his 
father;  however,  he  soon  tired  of 


the  legal  profession  and  moved  to 
Georgia  to  become  a teacher  and 
preacher. 

He  purchased  some  five  acres  of 
land  in  Clinton  in  1828  and  built 
the  Clinton  Female  Seminary.  Ac- 
cording to  a letter  to  the  editor  of 
the  Jones  County  News  written 
many  years  later,  the  school  was 
described  as  “ ...  a boarding 
school,  a large  two  story  frame 
building  ...  it  faced  toward  the 
court  house  square  and  its  front 
yard  was  nicely  terraced  and 
planted  with  beautiful  flowers  . . . 
The  school  room  was  on  the  ground 
floor  and  the  sleeping  rooms  were 
on  the  upper  floor  . . . The  back 
yard  and  grounds  were  planted  in 
fruit  trees  and  were  well  kept.”

The  curriculum  of  this  academy 
included  the  usual  literature,  com- 
position, language,  music,  draw- 
ing, and  painting.  However, 
Professor  Slade  was  determined  to 
give  his  students  much  more.  He 
included  the  sciences,  and 
“chemical  lectures”  in  the  listing 
of  required  courses.  This  was  un- 
usual for  many  academies  of  that 
time  and  almost  unheard  of  in 
those  whose  student  bodies  were 
made  up  entirely  of  women. 

The  reputation  of  Slade  and  his 
school  was  such  that  it  was  a well 
known  fact  that  he  never  sought 
pupils,  they  came  to  him.  He  also 
was  known  never  to  turn  away  a 
girl  because  she  could  not  pay  her 
tuition.  Bond  issues  were  voted  by 
the  community  and  fairs  and 


bazaars  were  held  to  raise  mone 
for  the  additional  support  neede 
by  the  scholars. 

A hand  bill  of  the  Seminary 
printed  in  May  1836  now  in  posses- 
sion of  Wesleyan’s  Willet  Library 
gives  a good  indication  of  the 
curriculum  and  the  terms  of  the 
school  year.

Rates

Remarks  included:  Attendance 
on  Balls  and  Parties  prohibited. 
Our  aim  will  be  to  impart  practical 
and  substantial  knowledge,  and  to 
inculcate  those  principles  of  in- 
tegrity, and  habits  of  industry, 
which  will  lay  the  foundation  of 
future  usefulness. 

Such  was  Professor  Slade’s 
prestige  as  an  educator  that  when 
Wesleyan  College  was  founded  as 
the  Georgia  Female  College, 
chartered  to  grant  degrees  to 
women,  he  was  invited  to  become  a 
member  of  the  school’s  first  faculty 
as  Professor  of  Natural  Sciences. 

In  order  to  prepare  for  his  new 
position  and  to  insure  that  the  new 
college  for  women  could  offer  the 
best  instruction  possible,  Slade 
made  a trip  north  to  visit 
prestigious  academies  and  colleges 
and  to  purchase  scientific  equip- 
ment. He  kept  a diary  during  this 
trip,  a copy  of  which  can  be  found 
in  the  Wesleyan  library.  Excerpts 
from  his  journal  reveal  not  only 
Slade  the  teacher  but  Slade  the 
minister  as  well. 

“Stayed  five  days  in  Boston  . . . 
I must  record  the  kindness  and 
polite  attention  which  I received 
from  Mr.  Wrightman  of  the  firm  of 
Claxton  & Wrightman,  makers  of 
Philosophical  Apparatus  . . . His 
rooms  containing  apparatus  of 
various  kinds  is  the  greatest 
curiosity  I have  met  with  in  my 
travels,  yet  but  few  know  anything 
of  it.” 

“Sabbath  at  ten  o’clock  I 
preached  at  a Baptist  Church  of 
which  Baron  Stow  is  pastor.  The 
congregation  was  strange,  the 
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house  large  and  splendidly  fitted 
up  with  an  organ,  velvet  cushions, 
sofas,  etc.  were  all  new  to  me  and 
little  like  to  the  simple  unadorned 
sanctuary  where  I delighted  to 
worship.  In  the  fear  of  God  I tried 
to  forget  these  things  and  think 
only  of  the  immortal  souls  I had  to 
address.” 

“Thursday  afternoon  arrived  at 
New  Haven.  Called  on  my  old 
friend  and  faithful  teacher, 
Professor  Olmsted.  He  politely 
showed  me  his  lecture  room  and 
other  things  worthy  of  notice  at 
Yale  College.  From  here  I learned 
something  of  the  character  of  the 
female  schools  at  New  Haven.  The 
course  of  studies  is  much  like  to 
college,  and  they  have  long  settled 
the  point  that  females  should  be 
equal  participants  in  the  advan- 
tages of  a thorough  education.  This 
has  long  been  my  opinion  and  for 
the  accomplishment  of  which  I 
have  devoted  much  time,  labor 
and  expense.  Classical  studies  and 
mathematical  science  are  resorted 
to  as  the  best  method  of  training 
the  mind.” 

Upon  his  return  to  Georgia, 
Professor  Slade  assumed  his  duties 
at  the  Georgia  Female  College.  Not 
only  was  he  professor  of  natural 
sciences  but  he  was  named  general 
overseer  of  the  affairs  of  the  college 
and  arranged  the  first  curriculum. 

He  brought  with  him  to  Macon 
thirty  of  his  pupils  to  form  the 
nucleus  of  the  first  student  body, 
and  two  music  teachers  as  well. 
Such  was  the  training  and 
educational  accomplishment  of  the 
students  that  these  girls  could 
enter  on  the  level  of  the  Junior 
Class  of  any  college  then  in  ex- 
istence. Thus  the  college 
graduated  its  first  class  one  year 
later.  The  diploma  received  by 
these  graduates  was  designed  and 
written  by  Thomas  Slade. 

Thomas  Slade  was  far  ahead  of 
his  time  not  only  in  advocating 
education  for  women  but  in  the 
methods  he  used  as  well.  Even  in 
the  best  colleges  for  men,  all  scien- 
tific experiments  and  laboratory 
work  was  done  by  the  professor, 
with  students  in  the  role  of 
observers.  Not  so  in  Slade’s 
classroom.  The  girls  worked  in  the 
laboratory  conducting  ex- 
periments, each  depending  on  her 
knowledge  and  training  for 
success.  Legend  has  it  that  the 


janitor  who  assisted  Mr.  Slade  in 
preparing  the  laboratory  would 
hide  outside  the  window  and 
whisper  the  correct  answers  to  the 
girls  when  they  failed  to  arrive  at 
the  desired  results  themselves. 

In  1842  Slade  left  the  college  to 
move  to  Columbus,  Ga.,  where  he 
served  as  principal  and  proprietor 
of  an  outstanding  female  institute. 
Thomas  Bogue  Slade,  lawyer, 
minister,  scientist,  educator,  died 
in  1882,  leaving  an  indelible  mark

Daisy  Frances  Smith, 
Blairsville,  Ga.,  via  the  Rev.  Don 
Crews,  sent  the  College  two  boxes 
of  music,  music  books  and 
magazines,  all  listed,  which  had 
come  to  her  from  the  aunt  who  had 
adopted  her.

THE  ANNUAL  FUND:  AN  INVESTMENT  IN  WESLEYAN

From  time  to  time,  persons  have 
asked  questions  about  Wesleyan’s 
Annual  Fund  program.  I am  pleas- 
ed for  this  opportunity  to  discuss 
here  some  of  the  questions  which 
have  been  asked  most  frequently. 

Question:  What  is  the  Annual 
Fund? 

Answer:  The  Annual  Fund  is  a 
significant  opportunity  for  a per- 
son to  invest  in  the  daily  life  of 
Wesleyan.  It  is  a basic  source  of 
support  for  the  current  operations 
of  the  College. 

Q.  What  kinds  of  expenses  are 
included  in  current  operations? 

A.  Current  operations  involve  all 
continuing  expenses  which  occur 
each  year.  These  include  expen- 
ditures for  financial  aid  and  ser- 
vices for  students,  salaries, 
academic  programs,  alumnae  ser- 
vices, library,  and  other  ongoing 
expenses. 

Q.  Is  the  Annual  Fund  the  only 
source  of  income  for  current 
operational  expenses? 

A.  No,  Wesleyan  also  receives 
operating  income  from  other 
sources,  such  as  endowment  and 
student  tuition  and  fees.  The  An- 
nual Fund,  however,  provides  a 
necessary  part  of  this  income. 
Almost  all  strong  colleges  have 
effective,  continuing  Annual  Fund 
programs.  Funds  from  other 
sources  simply  are  not  enough  to 
meet  the  very  high  costs  of 
providing  education  of  good  quali- 
ty. 

Q.  How  does  the  Annual  Fund 
relate  to  the  Alumnae  Loyalty 
Fund? 

A.  The  Alumnae  Loyalty  Fund 
is  a vital  part  of  the  Annual  Fund. 
The  Annual  Fund  also  includes 
gifts  for  current  operations  from 
trustees,  parents,  foundations,  cor- 
porations, businesses,  the  church, 
faculty,  staff,  students,  and  other 
friends  of  the  College. 

Q.  What  should  an  alumna  do 
to  be  sure  that  her  gift  to  the  An- 
nual Fund  is  credited  toward 
funds  contributed  by  alumnae? 

A.  This  is  now  done 
automatically.  Any  gift  to  the  An- 
nual Fund  by  an  alumna  is 
credited  to  the  Alumnae  Loyalty 


Fund  which  is  part  of  the  Annual 
Fund.  This  is  true  of  gifts  to  the 
Annual  Fund  which  alumnae  mail 
to  the  President’s  Office  or  to  the 
Development  Office,  as  well  as 
those  sent  directly  to  the  Alumnae 
Office. 

In  some  cases,  alumnae  are  mak- 
ing contributions  to  the  Annual 
Fund  in  response  to  personal  visits 
in  their  homes.  These  gifts  from 
alumnae  also  are  credited  to  alum- 
nae totals,  even  if  the  person  call- 
ing in  the  home  is  not  an  alumna. 

Q.  How  is  the  Annual  Fund 
different  from  the  Capital  Gifts 
Campaign? 

A.  The  Capital  Gifts  Campaign 
emphasized  major  capital  needs, 
such  as  endowment  and  renovation 
of  buildings.  The  Annual  Fund  is  a 
source  of  operating  funds. 

The  Capital  Gifts  Campaign  of- 
ficially concluded  on  May  8,  1975 
although  many  persons  will  be 
completing  payments  on  previous 
capital  pledges  over  the  next  few 
years.  The  new  emphasis  on  the 
Annual  Fund  began  on  July  1,  1975 
and  will  be  repeated  on  an  annual 
basis. 

The  Capital  Gifts  Campaign  in- 
volved pledges  which  extended 
over  a period  of  years.  A pledge  to 
the  Annual  Fund  is  payable  during 
the  same  fiscal  year  in  which  the 
pledge  is  made. 

Q.  When  are  payments  and 
pledges  for  this  year’s  Annual 
Fund  due? 

A.  Gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund 
made  any  time  during  the  current 
fiscal  year  will  be  counted  in  this 
year’s  records.  This  fiscal  year 
ends  on  June  30,  1976. 

Q.  What  is  the  anonymous 
challenge  gift? 

A.  An  anonymous  alumna  has 
offered  to  contribute  $1,000  for 
each  percentage  point  of  increase 
over  last  year’s  giving  by  Wesleyan 
alumnae.  This  represents  poten- 
tially a very  significant  gift,  if  a 
large  number  of  alumnae  con- 
tribute this  year. 

Q.  What  are  the  Annual  Fund 
gift  clubs? 

A.  These  are  honorary  clubs,  es- 
tablished to  recognize  those  who 


make  especially  significant  gifts  to 
the  Annual  Fund  during  one  fiscal 
year.  The  following  are 
possibilities: 

1.  The  1836  Club  — $100  to  $499 

2.  The  Achievement  Club  — $500 
to  $999 

3.  The  Heritage  Club  — $1,000  or 
over 

In  addition  to  these  larger  gifts, 
Wesleyan  needs  smaller  gifts  from 
hundreds  of  persons,  if  the  basic 
needs  of  the  College  are  to  be  met. 

Q.  Why  is  Wesleyan’s  need  for 
current  operating  funds  so 
significant  at  this  time? 

A.  Among  the  reasons  for  this 
are  the  following: 

1.  When  colleges  have  a capital 
funds  campaign,  giving  to  current 
operations  often  decreases.  This 
was  true  for  Wesleyan,  during  the 
College’s  recent  Capital  Gifts 
Campaign. 

2.  Inflation  has  had  a serious 
effect  upon  all  colleges.  Wesleyan 
is  working  hard  to  manage  careful- 
ly and  cut  costs,  but  some  costs  in- 
evitably increase  in  a dramatic 
way.  The  College,  for  example, 
must  pay  at  least  $15,000  more  this 
year  for  electricity  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

3.  Private  church-related 
colleges,  such  as  Wesleyan,  are  es- 
pecially dependent  upon  private 
sources  of  funds,  because  they  do 
not  receive  the  very  large  amounts 
of  state  and  federal  money  which 
state  colleges  and  universities 
receive.  Private  colleges  require 
generous  contributions  from  in- 
terested persons.  The  alternative 
would  be  a situation  with  no 
private  colleges,  so  that  higher 
education  would  be  controlled  en- 
tirely by  the  state.  State  colleges 
and  universities  have  an  important 
role  in  our  nation.  I believe  strong- 
ly, however,  that  a college  like 
Wesleyan  makes  a vital  contribu- 
tion to  students  and  to  society. 

A gift  to  the  Annual  Fund  is  an 
investment  in  private,  church- 
related  higher  education  for 
women.  It  is  an  investment  in 
Wesleyan  College.

Lady’,  but  whatever  her  handle,  Soong 
Ching-Ling  stands  out  as  one  of  the  world’s 
remarkable  women.  The  Georgia-educated 
widow  of  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen,  founder  of 
China’s  first  republic,  and  sister  of  Madame 
Chiang  Kaishek,  is  85  and  in  failing  health, 
according  to  Peking  sources,”  says  the  arti- 
cle. “Her  disappointment  (in  the  New 
China)  lies  in  the  heavy  price  paid  for  the 
achievements  in  human  rights.  Human 
rights  has  been  a consuming  passion  for  her, 
ever  since  she  returned  to  China  from 
Wesleyan  College,  in  Macon,  Ga.,  more 
than  60  years  ago  as  an  eager  and  idealistic 
school  girl.  She  devoted  most  of  her  life  to  a 
fervent  fight  for  the  independence  of  China 
and  for  the  dignity  and  welfare  of  her  coun- 
trymen. She  was  a pioneer  in  China’s 
women’s  rights  movement.”  Until  last  Jan. 
she  served  as  vice  president  of  the  PRC, 
remains  chairman  of  the  China  Welfare 
Institute  which  publishes  a monthly 
magazine  in  English  and  several  other 
languages.
